PARIS, May 28 (AP)—The West- 
ern powers today proposed to Rus- 
‘sia establishment of a federal gov- 
ernment for all Germany, based 
on the Bonn constitution. That 
document, now the basic law for 
western Germany, contains demo- 
cratic guarantees similar to those 
of the American and British sys- 
tems of government, 

The United States, Britain and 
France also called for the ending 
of military government by the en- 
actment of a four-power occupa- 
tion statute—or temporary peace 
treaty. 

~ Ff Cool to Pian. 

Russian Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky received the West- 
ern proposal at the sixth meeting 
of the Big Four foreign min- 
isters’ conference. 

American sources quoted Vish- 


insky as saying the plan looked |! 


like a “fait accompli” by the 
three Western powers and was 
one-sided. He indicated it would 
be “unacceptable” to the Russians 
but said he would study it and 
take it up at the Monday meeting 
of the ministers. 


Survivors Tell of Fiery Death 
Of 17 in Lava Near Volcano’s Top 


Some of Students Buried Within Seconds in 
_ Molten Torrent, Others Killed by Rain 
of Rocks, Two Relate.

POPAYAN, Colombia, May 28 
(UP)—Two university students 
who survived a sudden eruption 
of 14,000-foot Purace volcano 
Thursday told yesterday of the 
tragedy in which their 17 com- 
panions perished as the party 
neared the crater. 

Colombian Army engineers, 
struggling up the face of the still 
smoking mountain, recovered the 
burned bodies of nine of the stu- 
dents. The eight other students 


were buried in the lava slide. 

The recovered bodies will be 
taken to lie in state at the great 
hall of Cauca University where the 
students were in their sophomore 
‘and senior years. 

The eruption came _ without 
warning as the students struggled 
up the snow-covered peak. The 
two who escaped with their lives 
had dropped behind the main 
party after the climb started. 
They were only slightly injured. 

Account by Survivors. 

Horrified by the tragedy, they 
said some of their companions 
were buried within seconds in the 
flow of lava; that some were in- 
cinerated by the searing blast; 
and the others were killed in a 
rain of fiery rocks and ashes. 

Nepoleon Montealegre, 20 years 
old, one of the survivors, gave 
the following account from the 
hospital bed where he is recover- 


ng: 

“We left Popayan in a truck at 
2 o’clock Thursday morning. We 
wanted to investigate the cause 
of the red glare around the crater. 
After an hour, Luis Avila felt 
tired and I stayed behind with 
him. We stretched out on the 


ground. It. felt extraordinarily 
hot. 

“As our companions reached a 
point 2400 feet from the top, they 
halted and opened a bottle of 
rum to celebrate the success of 
the climb. We, 900 feet behind, 
waved our handkerchiefs in sign 
of congratulation. 

Sudden Burst of Fire. 

“They resumed the _ ascent. 
When they were 600 feet from 
the crater there was a deafening 
explosion. We saw an enormous 
jet of fire shoot out of the 
crater. Rocks began to rain 
down everywhere. 

“We saw our companions being 
bombarded by burning rocks and 
swept by a torrent of lava. 

“I dragged Avila under a boul- 
der, as an awesome river of lava 
ran near by, splattering us and 
burning Avila. 

“When I last saw our friends 
they were being engulfed by the 
lava and for a few seconds I 
could hear their horrible shrieks 
amid the roar.” 

‘Fantastic Destruction.’ 

Army engineers reported that 
the region around the volcano pre- 
sented a “fantastic scene of de- 
struction.” All vegetation in the 
immediate area was destroyed. 
Boulders, some estimated to 
weigh four tons, were still glow- 
ing yesterday. A few of the giant 
stones had been thrown as much 
as five miles away. 

The city of Popayan, 50 miles 
from the volcano, was covered 
with ashes a half-inch deep. 

Purface had its last major 
eruption in 1899. There was a 
minor eruption 16 years ago. Since 
the beginning of May there had 
been occasional signs of activity, 
including three small explosions. 
The mountain's peak hasn't been 
scaled in years. 


Vishinsky had requested the 
Western powers yesterday to sug- 
gest amendments to a proposal 
he had mate, saying amendments 
“might be acceeptable.” 

Under the Western plan, Russia 
was invited to liink the eastern 
zone of Germany with the federal 
republican arrangements evolved 
at Bonn. The Bonn constitution 
has been approved for the 45,000,- 
000 Germans liviing in western 
Germany. Residents of eastern 
Germany number less than half 
that many. 

Principles of West’s Pian. 
The Western powers proposed 
that the following principles 
should apply in a unified Ger- 
many: 

1. Freedom from arbitrary ar- 
rest; Freedom of association; 
Freedom of speech, press and 
radio. : 

2. Freedom for all democratic 
political parties and of elec- 
tions, 

3. Independence of the ju- 
diciary. 

It was suggested that applica- 
tion of those principles should: 
be supervised by the four occu- 
pying powers. 

Further, the Western plan asked 
for the prohibition of all police 
formations exercising “Political 
activity.” This was in indirect 
reference to what the United 
States, Britain and France think 
is going on in the Russian zone 
of occupation. 

Big 4 Control Over Security. 
The suggested four-power occu- 
pation statute would turn over to 
the Germans all the powers of 
government except certain fre- 
served functions such as security 
matters and Germany’s obliga- 
tions. Control of those functions 
would be retained by the Big 
Four. A prepared statement on 
the Western proposal made this 
point: 

“The powers reserved would not 
be exercised in such a way as to 
prevent the Gerthan government 
from being granted steadily in- 
creasing freedom to associate

Frank Helderle, a truck driver, 
dived from the steamer Admiral 
into the Mississippi river last night 
and apparently drowned after tell- 
ing friends, “I’m a good swimmer, 
I'm not afraid to jump in.” A 
search was made by a boat crew 
from the steamer, and shouts were 
heard coming from the river near 
the foot of Victor street, but 
Helderle was not found. 

Vernon Reading, 4974 Magnolia 
avenue, and Miss Mary Cardillo, 


2018 Marconi street, members of 
an excursion party, reported that 
Helderle had remarked about his 
swimming prowess and said, “I’ve 
wanted to jump off the Admiral.” 
Reading said he and Helderle 
were standing on the fourth deck 
when the steamer was returning 
up stream, about 11 p.m. Helderle 
handed over his wristwatch with 
the remark, “I might lose it.” 
Reading said he turned away and 
had started downstairs when he 
heard shouts and saw Helderle 
swimming in the river. Helderle’s 
coat was lying on the deck. 

Capt. Roy Streckfus ordered a 
boat lowered, but the searchers 
were unable to find Helderle. 
Frank Bast, watchman at Volimar 
Bros. Construction Co., foot of 
Victor street, reported he heard 
shouts in the river and turned on 
a searchlight, but saw no one. 
Helderle, 24 years old, is a World 
War II veteran. His mother, Mrs. 
Joseph Janovich, 3231 Ohio avenue, 
told police her son had been a pa- 
tient at Alexian Brothers Hospital 
for treatment for a nervous dis- 
order attributed to his war ex- 
periences.

JUDGE RECITES K.C 
PRIME RECORD TO 


Asks Body to Look Into 


NEW GRAND JURY 


Lawlessness, Blames 
Gambling and Liquor 
Rivalry. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. May 28 
(UP)—Circuit Judge Allen C. 
Southern today recited the record 
of crime and violence in Kansas 
City and told a grand jury it 
should look deeply into that pic- 
ture and produce such indictments 
as were possible from information, 
it will receive. 

It was not a pretty picture 
Judge Southern placed before the 
inquiring body as he charged it. 

He listed 13 unsolved murders 
between Jan. 22, 1946, and last 
March 24. He cited the blasting 
of the courthouse vault and theft 
of court-impounded ballots on May 
27, 1947, and he spoke of the theft 
of $14,600 of trust funds from the 
sheriff’s safe on June 18, 1947, 

It was Judge Southern who in 
1930 called the first so-called 
“clean-up county grand jury” after 
federal grand juries had battered 
the old Pendergast machine on 
election fraud counts. 

Gambling and Liquor. 

After listing the unsolved mur- 
ders, with particular emphasis on 
the killing March 24 of Wolf C. 
Rimann, country club Manager, 
Judge Southern said: 

“The foregoing startling chain 
of events indicate that in this 
community commercialized gam- 
bling and controversy over exclu- 
sive control of distribution and 
sale of liquor are the chief incen- 
tives to gang killings and general 


PUBLIC CONSUMER 
PROTESTS. CALLED 
BEST WAY TO GET 
CHEAPER FOOD 


Federation Speaker Re- 
ports Wide Discrepancy 
Between Retail and 
Farm Prices — Brannan 
Plan Discussed. 


— 


Public protest by such groups 
as the St. Louis Consumer Fed- 
eration is the avenue to cheaper 
food, Bert Femmer of the Depart- 


eration yesterday at its annual 
meeting at Hotel DeSoto. 

Femmer, a former New Madrid 
county (Mo.) farmer now assist- 
ant administrator in the depart- 
ment’s Production and Marketing 
Office in Washington, reported a 
wide discrepancy between current 
retail prices and prices paid to 
farmers. 


“Farm income. has dropped 20 
to 33 per cent in the last year,” 
he said. “Yet the public still is 
paying within 2 or 3 per cent of 
last year’s prices for food.” 

Discusses Brannan Plan. 

His remarks vame in the course 
of a discussion of prospective 
functioning of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Brannan’s food price pro- 
gram, calling for modification of 
existing laws on farm support 
prices. The plan, Femmer said, 
would provide for a vote by farm- 
ers of each county on whether 
to reduce their acreage in crops of 
which there is a surplus in order 
to be eligible for payments ffom 
the Federal Government. 

Femmer said the effect would 
be “to take the Government out 
of business,” in the sense the 
United States would not be obliged 
to buy up large amounts of over- 
supply, as it did with potatoes. 

Femmer’s talk followed a discus- 
sion of the Brannan plan by True 
D. Morse of St. Louis, president 
of the Doane Agricultural Service, 
Inc. Morse cited ¢urrent retail 
prices and existing supports and 
urged cautious study of the plan. 
“Most commentators,” he assert- 
ed, “feel that the program points 
along the road that the nation is 
following and it will progressively 
become law in the coming years 
unless the trend toward ‘the wel- 
fare state’ is checked or reversed.” 
Morse talked about increases in 
the administrative cost of the pro-. 
posed setup, but Femmer said 
almost the entire force needed al- 
ready was in existence in each 
county’s Agricultural Association 
Office. 

Hog Prices Traced. 

E. M. Woods of the Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, Jefferson City, 
gave a detailed account of prices 
being paid for each part of a 220- 
pound hog and discussed the oper- 
ation of the law of supply and de- 
mand. He said the matter of ex- 
cessive profits was mainly in the 
point of view of’ each group. 

Samuel Johnson of the Harris 
Teachers’ College faculty spoke on 
the responsibility of the consumer 
in a buyer’s market. He urged 
members of the federation & re- 
tard deflation by judicious pur- 
chases and to slow inflation by 
market resistance when necessary. 

Mrs. Marion Weir, chairman of 
the federation, and Mrs. Rose Ker- 
ber, vice chairman, were re-elected 
for the next year. Other officers 
named were Mrs. Carl Setje, sec- 
ond vice chairman; Mrs. E. C. 
Grady, secretary; Harry Specht, 
treasurer, and Mrs. George D. 
Brantley, a new member of the 
board of directors.

John L. Lewis, now opening con- 
tract talks with Southern coal op- 


erators, had notice from the Gov- 
ernment today that a ciause he 


tracts is against the law. 

In a ruling with possible far- 
reaching effects—on Congress! as 
well as on the coal industry—the 
National Labor Relations Board 
held unanimously yesterday that 
the union shop clause of Lewis's 
present contract with the “captive” 
coal mines is a violation of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

While this case involves only 
the mines owned by steel com- 
panies for their private use, the 
same clause appears in the United 
Mine Workers’ agreements with 
the whole industry. It has been 
there for eight years. 

Requirement of Clause. 

The clause requires all the min- 
ers to “be or become” UMW mem- 
bers or get fired. 

Such clauses are legal—but only 
when a majority of the workers 


election. 

The coal miners have had no 
such election, because UMW offi- 
cers have not filed non-Communist 
oaths or a financial report with 
the board, and thus are denied 
use of NLRB machinery under 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Therefore, the board said, the 
union had no right to such a clause 
—and certainly no right to strike 
for it, as the mine workers did 
for seven days last July. 

Lewis had said that was not a 
strike, but only the miners’ refusal 
to work without a contract. The 
board disagreed. 


Statement by NLREB. 


The union, it said, “though scru- 
pulously avoiding any outward ap-’ 
pearance of participation in the 
strike, actually instigated and con- 
tinued the strike until the com- 
panies capitulated to their de- 
mands and signed the agreement.” 

This contract, as well as UMW 
contracts with Northern and 
Southern sof: coal operators, ex- 
pires June 30. 

Léwis is expected td appeal the 
NLRB decision—to the Supreme 
Court, if necessary. Meanwhile, 
he refused to comment, as did the 
United States Stee] Corp., which 
owns some of the “captive” mines. 


Opinions in Congress. 


In Congress, which has been 
known to legislate with Lewis in 
mind, there were differing opin- 
ions as to whether the decision 
would affect the present fight 
over a new labor law. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
a reporter, “I don’t think it makes 
any difference. Everybody al- 
ways thought that clause was il- 
legal anyway.” 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, commented: “There is no 
doubt that this ruling strengthens 
the hand of those of us who favor 
that part of the law which the 
ad rules Mr. Lewis has violat- 
e 9”? 


Chairman Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
of the Senate Labor Committee 
declined to comment. Thomas is 
a sponsor of the Administration 
Taft-Hartley repeal bill. 

If Congress passed that bill all 
restrictions on the union shop 
would be out, and the coal con- 
tract would become legal. That 
wouldn’t be so if Congress passed 
certain of the substitute bills 
which have been introduced. 

In holding that the mine work- 
ers were on strike when they 
failed to report for work pending 
the signing of a contract, the 
NLRB for the first time described 
in detail the sort of evidence that 
constitutes a strike in its eyes. 

The board said the miners 
“simultaneously abstained from 
returning from their vacation,” 
that they were following the un- 
ion’s “historic and automatic pro- 
cedure” in the event there is no 
contract, that after the settlement 
Lewis sent out telegrams which 
put the men back to work, and 
that Lewis had told the operators 
in advance that their “foolish” 
stand might be “expensive.”

‘COSMIC RAYS’ LEAD 
TO HASTY EXIT BY 
BROOKLYN POLICE 


Cops Take No Chances When 
Tiny Parachute, Box Are 
Brought to Station. 


NEW YORK, May 28 (UP) — 
Police were called yesterday when 
a tiny parachute with a deflated 
balloon and a small black box 
attached floated into a back yard 
in Brooklyn. At precinct head- 
quarters, Lt. Frank Lisante read a 
small note attached to the box. 
It had the words, “cosmic rays.” 

“Everybody clear out!” he yelled. 
The station house was emptied of 
everyone except Lisante in sec- 


onds. 

A closer study of the note re- 
vealed that the apparatus was 
from the Bartol Research Foun- 
dation, Franklin Institute, Swarth- 
more, Pa. Institute officials said 
the balloon and box had been sent 
up there and that the box con- 
tained Geiger counters which 
measured the intensity of cosmic 
rays. The insturment reached 
100,000 feet and radioed informa- 
tion back to the laboratory, the 
officials said. 


450 AGREE TO 20 PCT. 
PAY CUT FOR TOOL

CHICAGO, May 28 (AP)—About 
450 workers in a Chicago tool 
plant have agreed to take a 20 per 
cent wage slash to help the com- 
pany “enjoy prosperity.” 

Business and orders are below 
par, company executives said yes- 
terday, and a cut in overhead was 
necessary, The non-union work- 
ers, who average about $1.61 an 
hour now, decided to do their part.

If business picks up, the com- 
pany has promised, it will pay the 
workers a salary recovery bonus 
later out of any profits, before it

Clarence Avildsen, board chair- 
man, and H. A. Brogan, company 
president, said the firm had en- 
joyed amicable relations with its 
workers and that since the war it 
turned over to them one third of 
its profits before taxes. 

They said that in the last three 
years the company gave its em- 
ployes $380,000, or about $1000 to 
each person, in bonuses.

Attorney General Clark 


Says Office Will Not 
Give Up Efforts to Get 
Him Back. 


LONDON, May 28 (AP) — Bail- 
jumping Gearhart Eisler, Commu- 
nist fugitive from the United 
States, was in hiding today to be 
“safe from Americans,” he said, 

Eisler was freed yesterday by a 
Bow Street court magistrate in 
extradition proceedings instituted 
by the United States. The magis- 
trate ruled the United States had 
failed to prove Eisler had been 
convicted of an extraditable of- 
fense. 

(Meanwhile in Washington, At- 
terney General Clark said his of- 
fice would “exert every effort to 
secure the return of the fugitive” 
and would not give up efforts to 
get Eisler back. , 

Mrs. Eisler Not to Be Released. 


(The Department of Justice 
said also that it had no intention 
of turning Mrs. Eisler loose for 
voluntary departure from the 
United States. 

(Mrs. Eisler, who had been cited 
for deportation a year ago, was 
rearrested in New York and taken 
to Ellis Island after her husband's 
flight. It was announced in New 
York yesterday—following the 
Eisler ruling in London—that 
habeas corpus proceedings to ob- 
tain Mrs. Ejisler’s release would 
be dropped and that she would 
seek permission to leave the 
United States promptly. 

(In response to an inquiry as 
to her status, the Justice Depart- 
ment said: “The deportation hear- 
ing for Mrs. Eisler is scheduled 
to be held in New York City 
June 1. It will be held as sched- 
uled.) 

SI expected it,” Eisler said in a 
press interview. “I expect every 
dirty trick from them—the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
and the Justice Department.” 

The American Embassy was 
pledged publicly to abide by the 
British court decision. The em- 
bassy said it was waiting, how- 
ever, for word from the State De- 
partment which, in turn, through 
a Washington spokesman, said it 
was waiting for a report from the 
embassy. 

Extraditable Offense, U.S. Says. 

The United States had con- 
tended that LEisler’s conviction of 
“false swearing” in falsification of 
passport information was tanta- 
mount -to conviction of perjury, 
which is an extraditable offense 
under the Anglo-American treaty 
of 1870. Eisler’s counsel declared 
he was a political refugee, and 
not extraditable. The court held 
that LEisler’s offense, making a 
false statement under oath, was 
not the same as perjury, and that 
he could not be extradited for 
that offense.

ment to the jury by declaring: “If 
you find the defendant guilty of 
first-degree murder, it will be nec- 

for you to determine the 
punishment to be approved. I 
don’t intend to urge either of those 
penalties (death or life imprison- 
ment) on you. You heard all the 
evidence, just as I did, It is your 
prerogative solely. 

“Cold-Blooded Killing.” 

“One final observation, however. 
If there was ever a planned, de- 
liberate, premeditated, cold- 
blooded, cruel, sadistic, futile, use- 
less, purposeless killing of another 
human being without the appear- 
ance or semblance of any legal 
excuse or mitigation, which de- 
serves the death penalty, the mur- 
der of Byron C. Hattman by 
Robert Cunningham Rutledge Jr. 
was such a killing.” 

Whenever the jury reaches a 
verdict, the judge said, court will 
be convened to receive it, regard- 
less of whether this comes on 
Sunday or on the Memorial day 
holiday Monday.

TO HIGHER LEVEL 
1. OFFIGAL SAYS 


‘Questions of Policy’ Said 
to Be Cropping Up — 
No’ Settlement in Sight 
— City’s Morale Sag- 
ging.

BERLIN, May 28 (AP)—Amer- 


ican spokesmen said today Ber- 


lin’s paralyzing railway strike, 
which has become involved in the 
cold war, may have to be settled 
at higher government levels by 
the four powers. 

“Tf there is no settlement in the 
next few days, it may have to go 
up to the government level,” said 
James W. Riddleberger, the State 


Department’s chief adviser in Ger-. 


many. “The Paris conference can, 
of course, step in any time and 
take action.” He added that “an- 
other try” for a settlement is be- 
ing made here. 

High Policy in Picture. 


C. A. Dix, American transport 
expert, said so many questions of 
high policy have crept into the 
picture that neither the Russian 
nor Western officials here can 
take a positive stand. The Rus- 
sians especially “bump up against 
their higher policy all the time,” 
Dix asserted. 

The people of Berlin, pinched by 
the week-old strike and recogniz- 
ing its place in cold war ma- 
neuvering, are getting blockade 
jitters. 

The strike was called by west 
German workers against their 
Russian bosses. The main demand 
of the workers was that they be 
paid in west marks, worth about 
four times as much as east marks, 
the currency of the Soviet occupa- 
tion zone. 

The Western Allies have called 
the strike justified.

Howley, 
United States Commander in the 
American sector of Berlin, charged 
that “it’s quite clear the Com- 
munists wanted this situation to 
develop.

Miss Doris M. Coulombe of 
Brookline said a Catholic priest 
declined to marry her to Thomas 
H. Sennott of Arlington. The 
reason given by the priest, the 
22-year-old young woman said, was 
her association with St. Benedict’s 
Center in Cambridge. Sennott, 26, 
also is a member of the center. 

The center, a religious educa- 
tional institution near Harvard 
College, was barred to Catholics 
April 18 by Archbishop Richard J. 
Cushing after a doctrinal con- 
troversy involving the prelate and 
the Rev. Leonard Feeney, S.J., 
Jesuit author, poet and lecturer. 
Father Feeney is director of the 
center, 


Miss Coulombe recently resigned 
from Emanuel college, a Catholic 
girls’ institution, contending the 
teachings there were “contrary to 
Catholic doctrine.” She was a 
senior and scheduled to receive 
her degree next month. 

“I am going to see if the arch- 
bishop can’t do something about 
my wedding,” Miss Coulombe said. 
“I’ve already telephoned the chan- 
cery office but I wasn’t able to 
reach Msgr.

JOBLESS PAYMENT CLAIMS 
HIT NEW HIGH FOR 1949, BUT 
LAYOFFS IN THE WEEK DROP 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP). 
OTAL unemployment claims 
T hit a new high for the year 
last week, but layoffs by 
industry dropped. 

The Bureau of Employment 
Security reported yesterday 
that claims by persons out of 
work for at least a week in- 
creased to a 1949 high of 2,057,- 
750. The previous peak was 
2,037,000 in the last week of 
April. 

However, the rate of new lay- 
offs in industry, as measured 
by new claims for unemploy- 
ment benefits, dropped 7600, to 
a total of 336,800. Although 
the decline was slight, it was 
the second consecutive week in 
which the number of new fac- 
tory layoffs went down. 


Twenty-eight states, includ- 
ing all of New England, re- 
ported fewer new jobless 
claims. Much of the national 
decline was atributed to a drop 
of 4800 in Michigan, where la- 
bor disputes in the auto indus- 
try sent the total] soaring the 
previous week. Next largest 
drop was 3200 in Massachusetts.

HARRY BRIDGES TRIAL 


SET FOR JUNE § 


CIO Labor Leader Calls In- 
dictment an Administration 
‘Smoke Screen.’ 


SAN FRANCISCO. May 28 
(AP)—Harry Bridges, labor leader 
charged with perjury and fraud 
in connection with his citizenship 
hearing, says the indictment is an 
Administration “smoke screen.” 

The Australian-born Bridges, 
naturalized in 1945, posted bail of 
$5000 yesterday. Trial was set for 
June 9. United States District 
Judge Louis Goodman refused to 
increase bail to $20,000 nor would 
he release Bridges on his own cog- 
nizance. 

Bridges, head of the CIO long- 
shoremen’s union, twice defeated 
Government efforts to deport him, 
in 1939 and 1941. 

He and two top aids, J. R. Rob- 
ertson and Henry Schmidt, were 
indicted Wednesday in connection 
with his naturalization here in 
1945. Bridges was accused of 
swearing falsely that he was not 
a Communist. He, Schmidt and 
Robertson were accused of con- 
spiring to defraud the © Govern- 
ment. Schmidt and Robertson 
also posted $5000 bail each. 
Schmidt currently is directing the 
Hawaiian waterfront strike at 
Honolulu. 

The attempt to increase the bail 
of Bridges was made by F. Joseph 
Donohue, special assistant attor- 
ney general. He cited Gearhart 
Hisler’s jumping a $23,500 bond 
and fleeing the United States on 
a Polish ship. (Eisler, taken off 
ship in England, was freed yester- 
day by a London court which re- 
jected a United States demand for 
extradition.)

The AEC is seeking $1,090,000,000 
to spend over a 12-month period 
beginning July 1. 


Adequate Coal Stocks Found.

Turkish newspapers said the 
Russian agents found her in a 
hotel. After a hard fight with 
Mme, Khassanova, the Russians 
shot it out with police who had 
been called by the hotel manage- 
ment. All four finally were cap- 
tured. 

The newspapers said the Rus— 
sians demanded the woman be 
turned over to them, claiming that 
Turkish police had prevented her 
return to Russia. Authorities, 
however, ruled the woman was a 
political refugee. 

Present whereabouts of neither 
the woman nor the agents has 
been disclosed.

SHANGHAI CALM 
UNDER RED RULE 
MANY PROBLEMS 


Currency, Power, Ship- 
ping for World’s Fourth 
Largest City Tax Inge- 
nuity of Conquerors,

SHANGHAI, May 28 (AP) — 
This city, fourth largest in the 
world, was returning to normal 
under Chinese Communist rule to- 
day after the long siege and dis- 
ruption of its economic life. 

But the complex problems at- 
tendant to the running of a 
metropolis of 6,000,000 persons al- 
ready were beginning to be felt. 

Communist officials have not 
set the rates for their new cur- 
rency, the jen min piao. Conse- 
quently, merchants reopening 
their places of business won’t take 
the old nationalist currency, 
which was afloat in great volume 
before the Communists took the 
city. 

The open money market already 
was dealing in Communist money 
along with Chinese silver dollars 
and United States currency. These 
three are all merchants will ac- 
cept. 

Railway service between Shang- 
hai and Nanking was getting back 
to normal. The first train to Nan- 
king departed late today after 
two officers arrived to head the 
railway department of the Com- 
Newspapers said the Shanghai- 
munist military control council. 
Nanking line has only a 10-day 
supply of coal. 

Shipping Problem. 

Another problem is shipping, 
BE pe which Shanghai can not 
live.

ALBANY, N.Y., May 28 (AP)— 
Jake’s Clothing Store had 40 ex- 
tra pairs of pants today after an 
invasion by Indian seamen who 
wanted only trouserless suits. 

About 50 Indians from two 
British ships docked here and told 
a surprised clerk yesterday they 
didn’t have any use for the pants. 
They don’t wear them in India. 

The store supplied the coats and 
vests—about 50 of them—and at 
a discount, too. The store had a 
large number of extra second-hand 
coats and vests on hand when the 
Indians (who were wearing pants 
when they appeared in the store) 
started coming in early this week, 
Philip Schwartz, the clerk, ex- 
plained, He had to break about 40 
suits to fill the demand, however. 

The sailors told Schwartz that 
they wear a sort of apron, shorts 
or white cloths wrapped around 
the waist—in India, that is. On 
working days, they wear vests 
over their aprons, they explained.

the Federal Milk Marketing Ad- 
ministrator’s office, here, it was 
estimated that the plan would 
raise the price paid to farmers 
aboue one half cent a quart, at 
current production and sales lev- 
els. 

The new plan would lower prices 
whenever deliveries of *class one 
milk are more than 15 per cent 
above sales, and would raise prices 
when deliveries are less than 15 
per cent above sales. Price change 
would be two cents per 100 pounds 
for each one per cent difference 
above or below the 15 per cent 
level. 

At present, deliveries are_ only 
about 5 per cent above sales, the 
milk marketing administrator’s 
office reported. Price, therefore, 
would be 20 cents a hundred 
pounds, or about one-half cent a 
quart, higher if the proposed form- 
ula were in effect now. The 
spokesman added that production 
has been increasing and sales de- 
creasing, however, with the result 
that he expected deliveries would 
be about 10 per cent, or one-fourth 
of a cent a quart, above sales by 
the end of this year. 

Spaulding said the proposal, in 
providing automatic price adjust- 
ments, would keep a normal sup- 
ply of milk flowing to the market. 
It would eliminate the necessity 
of holding frequent hearings to 
determine prices paid farmers, he 
pointed out.

DETROIT, May 28 (AP)—Thir- 
teen hours of continuous all-night 
peace talks left the 23-day-old 
Ford strike still unsettled today. 

Negotiators called off the long 
session at 9:25 a.m. (St. Louis 
time) and set another for 8 o’clock 
tonight. 

Two issues—choice of an arbi- 
trator to settle the dispute over 
speed-up charges on assembly 
lines, and the disciplining of 35 
Ford workers after the strike be- 
gan—held up an expected settle- 
ment. 

Chief Point in Deadlock. 

Exhausted negotiators for both 
sides left the conference room 
with word that the choice of an 
arbiter was the main source of the 
deadlock. 


This man, presumably an out- 
side expert, would weigh the is- 
sues of the Ford “speed-up” dis- 
pute and reach an verdict. 

Federal Mediator Arthur Viat, 
who last night expressed great 
optimism, was downcast at the 
turn of events. 

“The situation looks hopeless at 
this time, but maybe there will be 
a change by tonight,” he said. 

John S. Bugas, chief Ford nego- 
tiator, said the company still was 
standing firm on its demands that 
the arbiter be an industrial engi- 
neer, 

He said the company had pro- 
posed that Ford and the striking 
CIO United Auto Workers strive 
for 72 hours to pick a third party 
to settle the dispute. Then, if still 
in a deadlock, both sides would 


submit a list of engineering firms 
to Dr. Harry Shulman, labor um- 
pire for Ford and the union. Shul- 
man would select the arbiter. 

The UAW turned this down. 

UAW Counter-Proposal. 

In reply, UAW president Walter 
Reuther proposed that the strike 
be ended immediately, with an 
arbiter to be selected within the 
next 72 hours. If one could not 
be selected by them, one of three 
men will choose him. These men, 
the union proposed, would be 
President Truman, Michigan’s 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams or Cyrus 
Ching, director of the Federal 
Mediation Service. 

On the matter of disciplining of 
the workers, both sides were ap- 
parently adamant. Ford refused 
to take back its action in firing 
21 of them and suspending 14 
more, The union demanded that 
Ford rescind the action. 


Nevertheless, hopes were still 
high that the crippling strike, 
which has made 106,000 Ford work- 
ers idle, soon would be over. To- 
night’s session was expected to 
be devoted towards working on 
the knotty problems. 

As the peace talks broke up 
without a settlement, the lan- 
guage of a proposal that solved 
a tough question concerning Man- 
power on Ford assembly lines was 
made public by the company and 
union, 

This development came wunex- 
pectedly yesterday afternoon and, 
according to federal mediators, it 
got the dispute “over the hump.” 

Wording of Proposal. 

The proposal acceptable to both 
sides read like this: “Does the 
company under the contract, on 
the basis of health and safety or 
otherwise, have the right to re- 
quire an employe to perform his 
work assignment on any unit in 
less time than the company’s time 
study shows for his assignment,

Cartels, Barrier to Peace

The Paris Conference of Ministers 
seems about to be deadlocked again over 
what to do with Germany. The Soviet 
Union wants to unify Germany as 
agreed under the Potsdam plan; the 
western powers shout “Never!” 

In the Post-Dispatch of May 20 was 
a cartoon by Fitzpatrick, “A Strange Sit- 
ter for a Strange Baby,” depicting the 
German cartels sitting in the lap of 
American Military Government.

When ‘Jobs Dry Up 

_ Graduates this year will find it harder to get 
jobs. Some 320,000 new college graduates will 
come into the labor market, plus a large fraction 


of the 1,200,000 young people who will receive 
high school diplomas. So says Commissioner 


- Clague of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


There are reasons for not expecting a depres- 
sion, but even the current tapering-off‘from the 
postwar business peak aggravates an employ- 
ment problem that was already serious engugh. 
The working-age population is growing faster 
than the number of jobs. This is why some re- 
cent counts have shown slowly increasing job- 
less rolls at the same time that total employ- 
ment also scored small gains. 

It is not good to come out of school to a 
long period of job-seeking. It is not good for 
the country’s productive power, or for spirit and 
morale. When there is no work for them, spir- 
ited youngsters begin to question the prosperous 
institutions they see all about them. . They re- 
member things like this week’s announcement 
that American corporations had large profits 
and increased their assets nine billion dollars 
last year. 

Well-heeled businesses can take a vacation 
when clouds appear in the economic blue. But 


* @ young man must eat, and something precious 


in him suffers if he is denied the right to work 
for his food. He begins asking a question: Why 
should vast impersonal combinations of money, 
machines and business organization be treated 
so much more considerately than human beings? 

It is an unpleasant question but a natural one. 
Millions asked it in the dark days after 1929. 
Business had no answer; industrial capital con- 
tinued its vacation. Finally a humane Govern- 
ment stepped in and made some jobs. The New 
Deal’s public works, its Civilian Conservation 
Corps and National Youth Administration aid to 
students were necessary and beneficial meas- 
ures. But they could not solve the paradox of 
the richest country of all time that could not or 
would not find productive work for all who 
wanted work. 

Today—fortunately not with the intensity of 
1932—Mr. Clague’s forecast has the same para- 
dox knocking at the door again. That paradox 
is a more dangerous subversive agent in the 
United States than all the Communists yet 
spawned. It behooves the Government, but even 
more it behooves the men who make the policies 
for American business, to do all that must be 
done to spare young graduates and other people 
the bitterness of unemployment amid riches. 
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Un-Hefty Stuff 


An effort is being made at Jefferson City to 
get the Missouri Legislature to rescind its rati- 
fication of the -constitutional amendment limit- 
ing presidential tenure to two terms. A resolu- 
tion to this end has been advanced for passage 
by a strict. party vote of 84 Democrats favoring 
disavowal of the amendment and 52 Republicans 
voting to stand by the ratification vote of the 
last session. 

This whole business is political. The amend- 
ment which was submitted by Congress had a 
political ‘motivation, a partisan judgment of 
censure on the late Franklin D. Roosevelt. The 
ratifications were accomplished for the most 
part, if not altogether, in legislatures controlled 
by Republicans two years ago. Now the pendu- 
lum has swung and the Democrats would like 
to undo what the Republicans did. 

There seems to be a rule that once a state 
has ratified an amendment it cannot withdraw 
that ratification. If this is so, what goes on at 
Jefferson City is meaningless. It may well be 
meaningless anyway—because the two-term limit 
probably will not get the 36 state ratification 
which adoption requires. Our solons at the State 
Capitol have many more important things on 
which to work. 
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Those Who Shape the Language 


Every now and then somebody writes a piece 
on how the English language is changing. The 
Associated Press, for example, sent one out from 
New York the other day. It reported not only 
the growing acceptance of new words by dic- 
tionary-compilers, but it also cited the break- 
down of old taboos such as those against ending 
sentences with a preposition and the ban on the 
split infinitive. Anything is right, it seems, if 
the English teachers and the lexicographers say 
it is. 

With all due respect for the learned, this be- 
trays a fallacious attitude toward English and all 
other tongues. A language is not made by those 
who teach it, but by those who use it. However 
great the influence of dictionaries and textbooks 
may be, they do not shape words. Writers and 
speakers do—particularly good writers. And 
they need no pedantic sanction for what they do. 

A good writer has a deep feeling for words. 
He loves them. He knows their purpose: the 
conveying of ideas in a manner both effective 
and pleasing. A writer knows the proper value 
of end and means. He knows, as a practical 
matter, that the construction of a sentence may 
involve problems as delicate as the composition 
of a painting. He is aware that beauty and 
clarity have a way of going hand in hand. 

So he will rarely end a sentence with a prepo- 


sition because generally it results in ugliness. 


and cumbersomeness. But where it lends wings 
to a sentence, no rule will stop him. On the 
other hand, he will*often split an infinitive 
because that can give grace to a sentence which 
makes it more agreeable and more compre- 
hensible. a 
So it is well to leave words to those who put 
them together rather than to those who take 
them apart. They are the ones who enrich a 
language. The others only formalize it. Some 
of them, indeed, would embalm it.

Eisler Tests the Law 


Unpopular as the decision must be to many 
Americans, the refusal of a Bow Street magis- 


trate to return Gearhart Eisler to the United, 


States reveals once more the chief prop of Brit- 
ish democracy: its profound respect for law. The 
‘so-called “unwritten constitution,” after all, is 
no more than the British Parliament’s steadfast 
refusal to disobey the mandates of British 
Judges. 

In Eisler, Magistrate Sir Laurence Dunn had 
before him a man who is no more popular in 
England than in the United States. That there 
was no official sympathy for him was demon- 
strated by. his forceful removal from a Polish 
ship when it entered British waters. The anti- 
Communist Labor Government might well have 
been tempted to deal sharply with a man who, 
as a Communist, could be properly regarded as 
its enemy. Further, there must have been the 
diplomatic temptation to grant the request of 
so friendly a nation as the United States. 

But in Bow Street all considerations of ideolo- 
gy, politics and expediency were left outside the 
courtroom, Eisler was brought before the law 
as any Englishman might have been. And he 
was judged strictly according to the law. He 
had not been accused of anything which Britain 
regards as an extraditable offense. So he was 
allowed to go his way, probably to the Red zone 
ofe Germany where, it is understood, he is to 
serve the Russians as a teacher. 

It is an old saying that hard cases try the law. 
Arid however much contempt one may have for 
the preachings of an Eisler or a Terminiello, it 
is heartening when British and American judges 
meet the test. If they wavered with all the 
winds of opinion, demagogic legislators soon 
would rule supreme and freedom would be 
dead, especially for minorities. There should 
be consolation in the thought that the release 
of an occasional Eisler is a small price to pay 
for the safeguards of liberty. 


The Straphanger Problem 

To prohibit public transit companies from ad- 
mitting any more passengers to street cars and 
busses after all seats have been taken would be 
extreme. In killing the bill to this effect which 
was introduced by Representative Dickmann of 
St. Louis, the House Municipal Corporations 
Committee acted wisely. 

Isn’t it another extreme, though, for the St. 
Louis Public Service Co. to provide only seats 
enough for two out of seven of its patrons dur- 
ing rush hours, as its counsel, Gaylord Burke, 
says it is doing? Mr. Burke puts it another way 
—that the company would have to put on two 
and a half times more equipment than at pres- 
ent to give seats to all—but it comes to the same 
thing. : 

At least it would be reasonable for the com- 
pany to provide seats for as many as possible. 
It could help by not having. any more street cars 
and busses built with relatively fewer seats and 
relatively more standing room. In so far as 
practical, having to stand should be the excep- 
tion rather than the rule, for as Mr. Dickmann 
says, danger to the passenger, as well as discom- 
fort, increases with the proportion of standees.

Sauce for the Private Goose 


Amid the real estate lobby’s cries of “Social- 
ism,” the bill for low-rent public housing ap- 
proaches a vote in the House. It is interesting 
that this showdown comes at a time when the 
lobby is even more than ordinarily clamorous for 
socialistic handouts to its own members. 

Congress has taken an $800,000 bite from the 
operating budget of the FHA, the agency that 
has kindly eliminated most of the risk from the 
building business. The National Association of 
Home Builders doesn’t like this a little bit, and 
Frank W. Cortright, its executive vice president, 
has sent out an appeal to get the $800,000 
restored. 

If FHA’s operating expenses are $19,000,000 a 
year, that’s no mean socialistic subsidy by itself. 
On top of that, FHA is risking billions of dollars 
in insured mortgages. Mr. Cortright argues that 
the anticipated number of FHA applications this 
year has jumped from 341,500 to 541,000 because 
the previous Congress authorized easier mort- 
gage terms, but this plea still further discredits 
the attack on public housing. 

When the Government undertakes to keep the 
building industry alive with ever-increasing 
amounts of public credit on steadily less secure 
terms, that industry itself is Socialism in every 
material respect except that a lenient Govern- 
ment has so far refrained from holding the in- 
dustry to a corresponding social responsibility. 

Being consistent, of course, never worried the 
real estate lobby. Its view is still that federal 
aid is sauce for its private goose but poison for 
the public gander. But the Senate did not share 
this view, and the House does not need to 


share it. 
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Firings Which Are in Order 

Since Adlai E. Stevenson became Governof of 
Illinois, nearly 1000 jobs have been eliminated 
from state payrolls with a total monthly saving 
of $215,890. These eliminations include, of 
course, the newspaper editors and publishers 
who were put on the payroll by the Green ad- 
ministration, not for public services which they 
performed, but to protect the now repudiated 
regime from criticism in the Illinois press. 

The monthly saving thus far amounts to nearly 
$3,000,000 a year. This sum certainly is not to 
be sneezed at. It is large enough to make a lot 
of sorely needed highway repairs. It will help 
on the new buildings which are required at edu- 
cational institutions. It will buy food and sup- 
plies for state hospitals. It will meet other 
legitimate costs of state government. 

However, the saving is still more important in 
the matter of publie morals than it is in econ- 
omies effected. With these dismissals in force, 
citizens of Illinois can now believe that the old 
order has changed, State employes are to work 
for the state, not for special interests which hap- 
pen to be in charge of state offices. The govern- 
ment at Springfield literally is being given back

One of the easiest—and most despicable 
—things a majority can do is to beat down 
the rights of a minority. 

A raw proposal of that kind is far along 
in the General Assembly at Jefferson City, 
with only one remaining hope—that there 
are enough just and fair-minded members 
in the House of Representatives to defeat 
it. 

Recently, the Local Government Com- 
mittee in the House voted out, with a rec- 
ommendation for passage, the Frisby bill 
to abolish township organization in 23 Mis- 
souri counties. It voted the bill out (by 6 
to 5) despite the overwhelming burden of 
testimony that refuted the charges made 
by the bill’s sponsor, despite the big turng 
out of affected citizens who protested 
having the bill rammed down their throats, 
despite the obvious lack of necessity for 
any such legislation. 

For some 80 years or more, the counties 
of Missouri have had the privilege of vot- 
ing to have, or not to have, township organ- 
ization. Under this freedom of choice, some 
counties have never had township organi- 
zation; some have never had anything else. 
There are samples of both good and poor 
local government in both types of counties. 
In both types are found cases of equitable 
and inequitable assessing, of diligent and 
poor tax collecting, of good and bad local 
road systems, of excellent and unqualified 
officials. No fair-minded person can make 
a blanket condemnation of either type. 


The whole question is so closely inter- 
woven with local customs, local geography 
and local needs that it can be fairly settled 
only within the counties themselves. As re- 
cently as 1946, Daviess county voted out its 
township organization. Bringing the ques- 
tion to a vote is the simplest kind of mat- 
ter—100 signatures on a petition—in any 
county. 

So why has this bill come up? 


Well, principally because Senator Frank 
Frisby, a wealthy Harrison county lawyer 
and landowner, is irked by the inability of 
his crowd to vote out township organization 
in that county. The people of Harrison 
county voted to retain it, so the Senator 
sponsored a “personal bill” to show them 
who’s who and what’s what. 


The wounded ego of one Republican Sen- 
ator fits in neatly with the desires of some 
Democratic and bipartisan officials in Jef- 
ferson City. He has the support of the 
Highway Department, the State Auditor's 
office and rather obviously but not openly, 
of others even more influential. For rea- 
sons of bureaucratic convenience, some of 
these officials would rather not be bothered 
with townships. 


With this kind of a set-up, Senator 
Frisby found it easy to ram his bill, which 
he naively designated as “non-contro- 
versial,” through the Senate, without so 
much as a public committee hearing. The 


House committee, not so compliant, permit- 


ted opponents to be heard, but there was 
enough power behind the scenes to over- 
come the weight of the testimony and give 
the bill a narrow-margin victory. 


So now the question of decent fair play 
toward a minority of Missourians rests 
with the whole House. All that is asked by 
the citizens who constitute majority opin- 
ion in 23 Missouri counties is that their 
right of local self-determination be not 
taken away from them. These counties 
are represented by less than one-fourth of 
the members of the House, but simple jus- 
tice should not require special or selfish 
representation. 

In this contest of Courthouse vs. Com- 
munity, the House of Representatives will 
honor itself by standing firm to the finest 
traditions of democratic government and 
allowing the people most concerned to ‘re- 
tain their freedom of choice. 


Gambling, the Seed Bed of Crime

Proof is provided by the experience of 
Tampa, Fia., described in this newspaper 
Monday. For four months Tampa authori- 
ties have carried out a tough crackdown on 
the rackets there, especially numbers bet- 
ting.

It depends, moreover, on the connivance, 
or at least the benevolent acquiescence, of 
police, And a, police force prone to wink at 
one category of law violations will be more 
disposed to overlook others. Policemen who 
are involved in this sort of “protection” are 
easy targets for bribery and blackmail. 

The tacit alliance between organized 
gambling and the underworld leads in- 
evitably to other forms of vice which a 
corrupted police force cannot stop. Prosti- 
tution, narcotics, gangs, robberies and kill- 
ings are all associated.

Living and Making a Living 
THE GREENER GRASS, by Berton Roueche. (Harper and 
Brothers, 213 pgs., $2.50.)

It is popularly supposed that the typical 
American leads a standardized life, but he 
certainly likes to read about eccentrics. 
Half the most popular biographies concern 
the high-jinks of somebody’s grandmother, 
and “The New Yorker” created a new lit- 
erary genre with its “profiles” of persons 
usually described as “fabulous.” All the 
pieces in the present little book appeared 
originally in that magazine, and though the 
subjects are not quite the most typical 
ones, they are all men or women who lead 
what will appear to most readers odd lives. 
None is doctor, lawyer, merchant or thief. 
All have resisted “progress,” trends, pres- 
sures, waves-of-the-future, economic deter- 
minants, and what not, sufficiently to find 
a way of life—and usually a way of making 
a living—which they have chosen rather 
than had thrust upon them. 


It has been objected to the “profile” in its 
more mechanical form that it tends to triv- 
lality and to support 
the assumption that 
all people successful, 
or even unusual, are 
either cranks or 
racketeers. Mr, 
Roueche has collect- 
ed a different kind 
of assortment; for his 
subjects are all inno- 
cent, harmless peo- 
ple whose greener 
grass looks more or 
less attractive to the 
reader as well as fd 
them. Of his il 
Berton Roueche there is one, a Wall 

Street man, who 
breeds Sardinian donkeys for his own pleas- 
ure, who might be called merely a hobby- 
ist. There are two, the proprietor of a New 
York State mink farm and the proprietor 
of a duck farm who might be called opera- 
tors of somewhat unusual commercial en- 
terprises. But the other eight areal! per- 
sons who have found a mode of existence 
in which living and making a living are 
one and the same thing. 

* - - 

Some of these others are, in order of in- 
creasing unusualness, a farmer who breeds 
work oxen; two ladies who grow herbs; an 
Italian family which makes wine in a more 
or less feudal establishment; a cigar maker 
who sticks to his dying trade because he 
admires a well made cigar; the Superior of 
@ very small, very poor monastic order of 
the American Episcopal Church, and one of 
the cheerful female survivors in a dying 
colony of Shakers. 


I assume that Mr. Roueche has some 
sort of sympathy with the non-conformists 
whom he describes and that that accounts 
for.the vividness and interest of his narra- 
tives, although his formal manner is that 
of the take-it-or-leave-it, here-are-the-facts 
reporter, This by the way, is the standard 
manner developed for the “profile” and 
part of the thing which has been so wide- 
ly imitated by other popular magazines. 
First you alternate very specific odd facts 
based on observation with bits of large 
general information based on research. 

You say, for example: “I took the noon 
train to Highland and was met at the 
station by Alfred Bolognesi. He is a thick- 
set man of 61, just over five feet tall, and 
he wears glasses with powerful lenses.” 
And then: “There are 131 bonded wineries 
in New York State, which altogether pro- 
duce nearly 5,000,000 gallons of wine every 
year.” But you pass no judgments, take 
no sides, and even leave it up to the reader 
to decide if the subject of the sketch is a 
htro or acrank. The formula produces ex- 
cellent reporting and it is evident that read- 
ers like it. But even when handled as well 
as Mr. Roueche handles it there is a severe 
limitation put on the author who wants to 
be something more than a reporter. . 

In any event, however, “The Greener 
Grass” is a very in book about a 
group of people who do not lead lives of 

desperation. ‘

Bishop Paul Ro of Seoul said he 
was considering bringing to the 
attention of the United Nations re- 
ported breaches of freedom of re- 
ligion in the Communist controlled 
zone. 

Bishop Patrick J. Byrne, apos- 
tolic delegate to Korea, said a 
report on the North Korean situa- 
tion already had been sent to the 
Vatican. 

The Rev. Mr. Youn said the 
Russians had been careful to see 
that priests were not molested in 
the northern zone. He said the 
Communist government began to 
change this policy last March and 
sought a cathedral in Pyongyang 
for state use. North Korea has 
about 50,000 Catholics. 

Monastery Closed. 

The Rev. Mr. Youn said these 
events had been reported here: 

On May 9 the Government ar- 
rested Bishop Sauer, a German 
national, and eight German and 
five Korean priests and six Bene- 
dictine monks at Tukwon, two 
miles from the eastern coast city 
of Wonsang.

The Western ministers expect 
Vishinsky to ask for time to 
digest their plan. He may give 
his reply Monday. 

Bevin Presents Proposal. 


Bevin read the Western proposal 
at the four-power meeting. The 
text said the Allies still should 
reserve certain limitations or pro- 
hibitions on industries which the 
Germans could some day use for 
war purposes. 


The Western powers proposed 
that occupation costs should be 
determined on a four-power basis. 
They also said any industrial en- 
terprise whose ownership or con- 
trol was acquired since V-E day by 
any foreign power should be dis- 
solved—unless it has four-power 
approval and does not give away 
extra territorial rights. This was 
a clear call for the disbandment 
of Russian-owned industries and 
enterprises in the eastern zone. 


The plan also reserved to the 
Allies the right to go on deliver-. 
ing German capital equipment as 
reparations. But, the statement 
added, “no delivery of reparations 
from current production or stocks 
would be required.” 


Bevin said he wanted to assure 
Vishinsky none of teh Western 
powers had any intention of or- 
ganizing Germany agains*< the So- 
viet Union. Acheson told the meet- 
ing Germany was moving into a 
new stage, that the initial phases 
of occupation control were over 
and it was now necessary to give 
the Germans more power. 


Vishinsky said the Russians at 
previous foreign ministers’ confer- 
ences had proposed giving the Ger- 
mans power. He said it was “bet- 
ter late than never” that the West’ 
was getting aroun dto that belief 
now. 


Vishinsky has proposed at the 
current conference that the old 
Allied Control Council be re-estab- 
lished and that, under it, a new 
German agency be. created to 
handle subjects passed on to it by 
the four powers—if they could 
agree on any. Failure of the four 
powers to agree in the pdst on 
the operation of controls over Ger- 
many caused the United States, 
Britain and France to set up the 
separate system for the three 
Western zones.

He said that “at 
the next session, there must simi- 
larly be a dozen other issues of 
equally great significance to 
strengthening the American demo- 
cratic structure.” 

Rickenbacker Offer Reaction. 

The chairman of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board indicated yesterday 
he doesn’t think much of Eddie 
Rickenbacker’s offer to run five 
airlines besides Eastern without 
Government aid. 

Rickenbacker, former World 
War I ace and president of East- 
ern Airlines, told the Senate Com- 
merce Committee investigating the 
shaky financial condition of some 
air carriers that Government sub- 
gidie; “coddle” airlines. 

In testimony Wednesday he said 
the five airlines in yuestion re- 
ceived an average of $4.45.a ton- 
mile for carrying mail last year. 
He offered to operate the lines for 
between 60 and 65 cents a ton- 
mile—the same “non-subsidy rate” 
charged by Eastern.

His first “Believe It Or Not” 
cartoon appeared in 1918. It was 


an illustration of a group of sports 
oddities, which Ripley, at a loss 


for any other idea, had assembled 
as his weekly cartoon for the 
Evening Globe. 

In 1928, Publisher Max Schuster 
persuaded him to put a collection 
of his “Believe It Or Not” cartoons 
in a book. William Randolph 
Hearst saw a copy of the book, 
and ordered his King Features 
Syndicate to sign Ripley for more 
than $100,000 the first year. 

The feature gained world-wide 
distribution, and was translated 
into 17 languages in 38 foreign 
countries. 

In 1919 Ripley married Beatrice 
Roberts, a former Ziegfeld Follies 
girl. They were divorced seven 
years later. He never remarried. 

Survivors include a sister, Mrs. 
Ethel Davis, of Burlingame, Calif., 
and a brother, Douglas Ripley, of 
Mamaroneck, N.Y.

by Philadelphia officials. 

The report bristled with accusa- 
tions of “gross negligence,” 
“criminal acts” and “political fa- 
voritism.” 

The grand jury investigation 
was begun last June 18 after the 
amusement tax division head 
killed himself and left a note ac- 
cusing other city employes of em- 
bezzling' public funds. 

Although the grand jury, under 
the enabling court order, was ex- 
clusively investigative and could 
not indict, numerous city officials 
have been convicted on varying 
charges since the grand jury was 
sworn in. Another grand jury 
would have to act on any charges. 

Among the charges made by the 
grand jury were: 

1. That Charles H. Grakelow, 
fired last year as director of 
supplies and purchases, violated 
the criminal code. The jury said 
Grakelow, as a florist, sold flow- 
ers to Grakelow, the city of- 
ficial. 

2. That W. Frank Marshall, 
receiver of taxes against whom 
impeachment proceedings have 
been. begun, was _ grossly in- 
competent. It leveled the same 
accusation at Controller Frank

A-Bomb, Navy 

Rage Factors 
In Air Inquiry 


Cutthroat Competi- 
tion, Politics Also 
in Picture. 


By DORIS FLEESON 

WASHINGTON, May 28. 
HE proposed investigation of 
Air Force procurement repre- 
sents a combination of the 
Navy’s rage over its lessened im- 
portance, American monomania 
about the atomic bomb, and cut- 
throat competition among aircraft 
manufacturers and steel com- 
panies for the defense dollar. To 
this mixture a dose of plain poli- 
tics has been added and stirred 
well, 

The resolution offered by Rep- 
resentative Van Zandt, a Penn- 
sylvania Republican who is a 
captain in the naval reserves, 
shoots at the B-36 which knocked 
out the supercarrier in the battle 
over which branch of the service 
should do strategic bombing. It 
gathers in Secretary of National 
Defense Johnson because he was 
a director of Consolidated Vultee 
Aircraft, which makes the B-36. 

The B-36 carries the bomb. The 
late James Forrestal made all the 
decisions regarding it but Secre- 
tary Johnson raised the money 
which helped elect President Tru- 
man and a nice piece of it came 
from Floyd Odlum, Consolidated’s 
owner. 


Following a Pattern. 


This package points up, once 
again, what has become the pat- 
tern among some frustrated mem- 
bers of Congress who can’t seem 
to get their man in the White 
House—chiefly the Republican- 
Southern Conservative coalition. 
Whenever the executive branch 
does not function to suit them, 
they pillory its personnel by 
whatever means are handy. 

The only thing left out of the 
new package is the over-all pic- 
ture of how well prepared Ameri- 
ca actually is.

As little as possible will be 
withheld. Under Secretary of De- 
fense Early, the Roosevelt press 
wizard, is advising Johnson, and 
he believes in giving the public 
the news. It was Early who 
forced the Navy to make public 
the full report of the Navy psychi- 
atrist who treated Forrestal: the 
Navy had decided against publi- 
cation.

HE crucial question in today’s | recivies, once you try them. 


how to make and bake 
cookies a masterly fashion is a 
culinary accomplishment worth 
—e up. In starting to acquire 
cookie making skill, begin with an 
easy like a bar cookie that 


of a surprise. 

The batter bakes perfectly in 
about two minutes whereas in a 
shallow pan baked the regular way 
it takes about 356 minutes. When 
these warm waffle brownies are 
topped with a ball of ice cream 
and then a mint marshmallow 
sauce is generously ladled over the 
combination, ‘the result gratifies 
both eye and palate. 

Though you may be an amateur, 
you should be able to follow this 
brownie recipe with success. And 
don’t fail to try the lemon cream 
cheese cookies too. The dough is 
fairly soft, but very easy .to han- 
die. In fact, it does not require 
chilling. Just make sure you keep 
a little flour between the dough 
board and the cookie dough all 
through the rolling. Make sure 
you roll the dough to uniform 
thickness. Thin cookies, medium 
ones and thick ones all on the 
game sheet just won’t bake beauti- 
fully. These cookies are exception- 
ally tender and crisp and very del- 
icate in flavor even though we put 
in this much vanilla and grated 
rind, The cream cheese calls for 
this much flavor, And how easy 
they are to eat. 

Brownie Waffles. 

Two eggs, one cup sugar, two 
ounces chocolate, one-fourth cup 
milk, two-thirds cup all-purpose 
flour, one-half teaspoon galt, one 
teaspoon vanilla, three-fourths 
cup nutmeats, one-third cup but- 
ter. . 

Beat eggs, stir in sugar, add 
chocolate to milk and place over — 
hot water to melt, or stir and 
cook over a very low flame to a 
smooth thick paste. Cool and stir 
into egg mixture. Sift flour and 
salt into mixture and stir to blend. 
Then stir in cooled melted butter. 
Beat hard. Using a cup measure, 
pour into preheated waffle iron 
set to cook at “light” about two- 
thirds cup of batter. Serve quar- 
ters hot with scoops of vanilla or 
choclate ice cream and lIadle 
marshmallow mint sauce over top. 
Any remaining waffle quarters are 
delicious eaten plain with a sprin- 
kle of powdered sugar. Makes 
three to four 7-inch waffles. 

Lemon Cream Cheese Cookies. 

Two and one-half cups, all- 
purpose flour, seven eighths cup 
shortening (one cup minus two 
tablespoons), one half teaspoon 
salt, three-ounce package cream 
cheese, one cup sugar, one egg 
yolk, unbeaten; two teaspoons 
vanilla, one teaspoon freshly 
grated lemon rind. 

Sift flour, then measure, Put 
shortening, salt and cream cheese 
into mixing bowl and cream until 
mixture is smooth and well 
Diended. Add sugar gradually and 
continue creaming. Beat in egg 
yolk thoroughly. Stir in vanilla 
and lemon rind, then add flour in 
three or four portions, blending 
well after each addition. Divide 
dough into three parts, roll to a 
uniform thickness of about three 
sixteenths of an inch, on a lightly 
floured board. Cut cookies with 
desired cookie cutter. Usually 
cookies remain in cookie cutter 
long enough to be transferred to 
baking sheet. Cookies expand very 
little so they can be placed fairly 
close together. Bake in moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees F.) 10 to 12 
minutes. or to a delicate brown. 
These rich cookies scorch easily. 
Remove to cake cooler. Add left- 
over scraps of dough to next por- 
tion to be rolled out. Makes about 
three and a half dozen cookies 
two and a half inches in diameter.
